TO FIGHT TUBERCULOSIS. 
Tn addressing a mtrnber of phvei- 
cians at Hnrtselle, 
Mrs. 
Rawlins, 
stnte ntiise for the Alabama Anti- 
Tuberoulosl» 
League, 
who is now 
dome some research work in this 
county, stated that 
she had found 
tubercular conditions to exist in fif­ 
ty per cent of the homes she hod 
visited. 
She advocated the emplov- 
ment of a county nurse, whose duty j 
it would be to ferret out the tuber­ 
cular, especially among 
the yotim°\ 
Her plan is to check the disease in j 
its incipiency, 
and to prevent its 
spread by the observance of snni- I 
tary precautions. 
This fell malady 
Is one that does not yield readily to } 
treatment, and that can be warded 
off only by advance measures. 
As 
Mrs. Rawlins sees it, common sense 
demands that a disease that cannot 
he cured should he prevented. 
The 
principle upon which she works 
is 
that which is said 
to 
prevail in 
China, where physicians • are paid to 
keep their patients well, not to heal 
them after their vitality has been 
lowered by the inroads of some dire 
malady. 
The old contention that it 
is an unnecessary precaution to lock 
the stable door after the horse has 
been stolen applies in this case. 
Whether it is practicable for Mor­ 
gan county to employ a nurse whose 
thne shall be given wholly to the 
prevention of disease, the Daily is 
not prepared to say. 
That such a 
nurse is badly needed, must be ad­ 
mitted, 
The time will come event­ 
ually wdien one of the prime respon­ 
sibilities of government will be to 
tT.rc for the health of the governed. 
In this, as in many other things, 
individuals cannot be trusted to look 
closely after their own welfare, and 
every healthy human being is a pub­ 
lic asset.

Puck drew its last breath a few 
days ago. The news of its final pass­ 
ing will stir the 
memories of an 
elder generation of Americans who 
knew it in its prime, 
i Puck was bom before 
the com­ 
mercialization of literature had be­ 
gun. 
Conceived of brains, reared by 
parents of courage and high princi­ 
ple, it lived to become one of the 
most powerful influences in this coun­ 
try. 
Its earlier years, like those of i 
many a great man, were a struggle 
for life, but they served to stimu­ 
late, not to embitter» 
Indeed, some 
of its most striking cartoons were 
printed when it seemed to those in­ 
terested that each issue might be its 
last. 
It is not easy to apportion to each 
one of the men whose talents con­ 
tributed to the making of this great 
journal of satire and humor the ex­ 
act mead of credit due. Joseph Kep- 
pler may be said to have created a

Including the money derived from state, county, town and 
city governments and tuition fees, Alabama is spending approx­ 
imately five million dollars annually in support 
of her 
public 
school*. This does not include the support of the higher institu­ 
tions. 
As the imputation and wealth of the state increases, the 
sum to be expended for public education will likewise increase. 


: Educators and statesmen who have studied the question are 
agrevd that a 
percentage of the money annually appropri- 
ated for the public school* is wasted each year because of the 
inefficiency and lack of training of the teachers who administer 
these vast sums. 


A school system with untrained teachers 
is much 
like an 
army with untrained. officers, 
ft cannot hope to achieve decisive 
result», no matter how great the expenditure for material and 
physical equipment. 


The state normal schools at Florence, Jacksonville, Livings­ 
ton and Troy do not admit any students except teachers or those 
who sign an obligation to become teachers. 
These 
institutions 
must be enlarged and their work extended if the ever increas- 
lng demand for trained teachers is to be met. It would be bad 
business policy to follow any other course.
